She appeared in court without 
counsel and informed Judge Ed- 
ward J. Moinet that she did not de- 
sire an attorney. 

"You wish to plead guilty?” Judge 
Mcinet asked. 

“Yes, I plead guilty because I am 
involved in this matter” she re- 
plied. 

Mrs. Behrens, who has been on a 
modified hunger strike, collapsed in 
i court when arraigned September 2. 
Following her plea today she was 
turned over to custody of the United 
States marshal.
